Back home in her apartment, under 
the black and rose colored lamps and 
beside the bookcase filled with text 
books, volumes of Freud, Oscar Wilde, 
and the French radical, Jean Jacques 
Rousseau, Miss Taylor, dressed in dark 
blue, with an Alice blue hat, rat 
worn brown oxfords, and black sto¢k- 
ings, told her story to THE TRIBUNR. 
“TI went away on Thursday because, 
well, I had reasons,” and she be¢ame 
petulant when asked for more. 

“I took the car to the Englewood 
station of the Pennsylvania. Just as 
I was getting off I ‘spilled’-and my 
handbag dropped. When I got to the 
ticket agent to get a reservation I 
found that my $50 was gone. I went 
back to where I had fallen, but couldn't 
find the money. eee 
Gives Bond as Security. 

“Then I decided to stay here, where 
no one would find me. I called up 
Mrs, Milton E. Robinson of 4616 Drexel 
boulevard. I had asked the employ- 
ment bureau at the university to get 
me something to do and the bureau 
had referred me to her. She said 
she was just going to call me and 
asked me to come the next night. 
“TI took a car downtown and bought 
a paper to look for a room. I saw 
one in the 4300 block on Berkeley, but 
it was dirty so I went to Mrs. Sey- 
mour’s and got a room for $4 a week. 
I gave my $50 Liberty bond as secu- 
rity.” 
Mrs. Seymour said yesterday she 
found the girl refined and pleasant. 
“When she came,” said Mrs. Seymour, 
“she had no baggage. She said it was 
checked at the Dlinois Central station, 
which is east of us.

Higher Ideal for Women: 
than Motherhood. 


“If a woman marries outside her 
own clan or tribe she’ll be a slave. His- 
tory proves it.” 

Edith Rockefeller McCormick, trac- 
ing the progress of women, told this to 
representatives of many local women’s 
organizations who met yesterday at the 
Chicago College club, Lamont building, 
for an informal discussion of prelimi- 
nary plans for the Woman's Progress 
exposition, to be held at the Coliseum 
June 3 to 10, with Mrs. Rockefeller- 
McCormick as general chairman. 


How They Used to Do It. ee bn 


“In olden times,” said Mrs. McCor- 
mick, “if a man were bored with the 
women in his own tribe he went and 
stole a wife from another clan.” 

The stolen bride had a sorry time of 
it, according to Mrs. McCormick, who 
said the women of the men’s tribe al- 
ways hated the alien bride, who conse- | 
quently had to depend for happiness 
entirely upon her husband, te’ whom 
she was virtually a slave. From this 
condition, said the speaker, there grew 
up a kind of serfdom for women which | 
enmeshed women who married outside 
their own tribe. 

This period of serfdom was an era of’ 
down curves for women. But it was 
sandwiched in between two up curves, 
the ancient.and the modern. 

“In the very ancient period,” Mrs. 
McCormick said, “ it was a woman 
who was the first architect, the first 
creator of pottery, the first specialist 
in mixing herbs, the first exponent of 
cookery. 

On Up Curve Again.’ 

“While the primitive man was out 
hunting, the primitive woman was at 
home doing her work and developing 
the esthetic side of life. In addition 
she had time to bear her children 
healthily and happily and without any 
fuss.” 
Following this high plateau came | 
the down curve of serfdom and then. 
another up curve, which brings us to 
the present status of women. 

“ Women are now victors. But they 
are much more than victors,” insisted 
Mrs. McCormick, “for they have done 
much more than fight for their place. 
Their place has been won through 
sociological development and growth. 

“All the modern woman wants is 
to be let alone, to develop, to demon- 
strate, and to expand. Mother love 
is important, but it is not everything. 
Woman's universal love is a bigger 
thing.” 

Mrs. McCormick explained her wil- 
lingness to také the chairmanship of 
the woman's exposition by saying that

HAVE ORGANIZED 


25,000 


Sikhs, Including Akalis, 
- Kept Short of Rifles.

LAHORE, March 17.—The potential 


strength of the Sikh national army, in- 
cluding the Akalis, in the native states 
in which the Sikhs predominate, prob-_ 
ably exceeds 25,000, I learned today. 
This represents the total strength of 
the Akali Dal fighting force. About 
10,000 from these are enrolled in the 
Akali Fauj, whose purpose is to at- 
tain Sikh supremacy in the Punjab. 


While less than a half of the Dal is 


consecrated to political action, every 
man could be considered a rebel soldier 
in the event of an uprising. This con- 
dition the British government faces 
today. Only the fact that rifles are 
dificult and almost impossible to ob- 
tain and that the Sikh army lacks ma- 
chine guns and artillery of any sort 
has prevented an outbreak, I believe. 
In addition to certain other native 
weapons many of the Akalis are armed 
with the safa jang or long handled 
battle ax. 


Problem for Government. 
In contemplating disarming the gov- 


ernment is facing a real problem over 
thé kirpans. Rifles; revolvers, shot- 
guns, and safa jangs are all forbidden 
weapons, which may be seized without 
treading on the religious corns of the 
Sikhs. With the kirpan it is different, 
as that weapon is a religious emblem, 
one of the five distinctive marks of 
the Sikh. j 


For administrative purposes. the 


army is divided into ten regiments or 
jathas, with a jathadar as the leader 
of these “regiments.” The member- 
ship varies from 500 in the smallest 
units to more than 3,000 in the two 
largest, with thé majority about 2,000. 
The central organization is the cen- 
tral Akali Dai at Amritsar, with a 
working committee of eleven actively 
in charge of recruiting, financing, and 
provisioning the army. — 

The military education is imparted to 
small groups through officers working 
under the jathadars, many of whom 
are former Sikh soldiers. Member- 
ship in the Akali naturally attracts 
the discharged sepoys, as the life af- 


' fords the most creature comforts and 
the mest food for the least’ exertion. 


Resources Are $150,000. 


The army is financed through con- 
tributions and a share of the incomes/ 
from the gurdwaris, or shrines, which 
often ‘are large. The resources at 
present are about 450,000 rupees (nor- 
mally about $150,000), in addition to 
the fixed income from the shrines. The 
provisions for the Akali recruits are 
supplies by the Sikh villages or chari- 
| table organizations. — 


Diwans are frequently held near the 


large villages, where the Akali propa- 
ganda is preached and recruits are 
gathered. A demonstration of the 
military efficiency of the army was 
given by a drill wher 2,000 men went 
through military formations with pre- 
cision, the commands being given by 
hand signals and whistles. 


The Akali is the only organization 


among the extremists of India with 
any pretension of a fighting force. It 
is a real source of danger, and it might 
take the leadership in any uprising. It 
has actively espoused the cause of 
Gandhism. Recently the nonviolence 
phrase of the Akali.pledge has been 
omitted. Hence the British are deter- 
mined to disarm and:to disorganize it 
as far as possible.

5. MR. HEARST IS TAKING 
METZ. 


Mr. W. R. Hearst, the newspaper publisher, does 
not want the United States senate to ratify the 
Pacific treaties. He says they are bad, humiliat- 


ing, shameful, abhorrent, dangerous, vile, and out- 


rageous to the American consciénce. He is in a 
terrible state of mind, however he got that way. 

“Why, senators,” Mr. Hearst writes, “if our 
escape from war is a perilous and disgraceful alli- 
ancé with their [British and Japanese] imperial- 
ism, then better war—war now, war on land and 
sea, while our million men are ready to fall into 
their old ranks and our ships of battle still float 
on the waves! 

“Either let our bright flag fly above a people 
free to follow their own policies, to go their own 
way in the world, to prepare their own defenses, 
to maintain their own sovereignty, to command 
and not to beg their own rights, or else let our 
fleets and our armies go forth to Armageddon, and 
there rid the earth of the imperialism and the 
militarism which still curse and oppress it, or else 
go down like men amid the universal) crash of 
nations, tumbling in one common ruin.” 

At the close of the second day of the St. Mihiel 
offensive two American doughboys were sitting 
by the road. They had seen about all the war 
they cared to see for the time — and they had 
all the marching they craved. 

“I understand we're going right on through to 
Metz and take it,” said one. 

“We can’t take Metz,” said the other. 
do you get that way?” 

“Yes, Pershing says he’s going to take Metz 
even if it costg him 260,000 men.” 

“ He’s a generous ——, ain't he?”

It is 
a natural reaction, but THz Trisunpe believes it is 
wrong and shortsighted. Unionism in itself is not 
an evil. It is good for the workers and indirectly 
good for the country. It gives its members an in- 
fluence toward improvement of their condition in 
life and consequent self-respect. To that extent 
it tends to better citizenship. Without it, short: 
sighted employers, seeking to take all the profit 
possible from their business, would lower the 
standard of living for their employés, reduce self: 
respect, increase animosities and class conscious-— 
ness, and impair citizenship. | 

Unorganized labor conditions in the steel in- 
‘dustry, where men work twelve hour shifts at an 
arbitrary wage dictated by the employer, illustrate 
this condition. Such conditions are bad, not only 
for the worker but for the country.

FIRST AID FOR DIABETICS. 
GIVE these recipes with apologies 
to my confréré, whose opinion on re- 
cipes is far better than mine, I have 
tried none of them. In fact, I lifted 
them bodily from an article by Miss 
Stewart of Ann Arbor, which was pub- 
lished in the Modern Hospital magazine. 

NUT CHARLOTTE. 

Forty per cent cream, 21-3 ounces:  wal- 
nuts, 1-3 ounce; saccharin, 4% grain; vanilla 
extract, 4 drops. 

Whip the cream: add the finely chopped 
nuts, and, finally, add the vanilla, in which 
the saccharin has been dissolved. 

ORANGE JELLY. 

Gelatine, 1-6 ouncé: cold water, 1 table- 
spoon: boiling water, 5 minims; orange juice. 
1-3 ounce; saccharin, % grain; 40 per cent 
cream, 1 ounce, 

Soak the gelatin in cold water two min- 
utes. Dissolve with boiling water. Add 
orange juice, in which saccharin has béen 
dissolved. Serve cream with jelly, whipped 
or unwhipped, as preferred. 

CHOCOLATE PUDDING. 

Cream, 3 1-3 ounces; cocoa, 4% teaspoonful: 
agar-agar, 1 teaspoonful; vanilla extract, % 
of a teaspoonful; saccharin, % grain. 

Mix cocoa with agar, add cream, and steam 
in pan of hot water for twenty minutes, Add 
saccharin dissolved in vanilla. Chill, 

CREAM DRESSING. 

Cream, 12 ounces; 8 egg yolks: gajt, 1% 
teaspoonfuls; pepper, % teaspoonful: mus- 
tard, 2 teaspoonfuls; vinegar, 4 ounces; but- 
ter, 21-3 ounces. 7 

Beat the yolks, add scalded ¢ream, cook 
in a double boiler, stirring constantly until 
mixture forms a smooth eoating in spoon. 
Add the butter. Suspend the condiments in 
the vinegar. Add these. 

MAYONNAISE. |. 

Six egg yolks, 7 drops of vinegar, 1 quart 
oil, tablespoonful of mustard: salt, 2 tabie-

Rice Surprise. 


‘Suppose we would like to add calo- 
ries to our gelatin and rice dessert. 
The cup of cream will add 455 calories 
to this amount, and ‘one-third of that 
is easy to calculate. The four table- 
spoonfuls of sugar will yield 200 calo- 
ries or more, but will make the whole 
rather sweet. Perhaps two would be 
better or sufficient. The cup of boiled 
rice, as I cook it, yields 200 calories. 
Here is the recipe for what may be 
called surprise rice: 

One cup of hot cooked rice, one 
tablespoon of gelatin, four tablespoons 
of sugar, or two, according to taste; a 
scant teaspoon of vanilla or other 
flavoring, one cup of cream. Cook the 
rice. When it is about ready, soak the 


water for five minutes, then mix with 
rice. Add sugar, and if salt is needed 
add a bit and the vanilla. Beat well 
and set aside until it begins to congeal. 
Whip the cup of cream. Ordinary 
cream whips well about three table- 
spoons at a time, but not in cup quan- 
tities. Use triple when the whole is 
to be whipped at once. Fold the stiffly 
beaten cream into the rice and gelatin 
which has cooled and nearly set. Put 
into cold and wet molds, and chill. 
This does not mold as perfectly with 
the cream as with cooked milk. |

Based on Freight Charge. 

Their contentions are based on the 
provisions of the steel practice which 
compells all buyers of steel to pay the 
price fixed at Pittsburgh plus the 
freight rate from the Pennsylvania 
city to destination. This “ fictitious ” 
freight rate is added on regardleas of 
the point where the steel is manu- 
factured or sold. 

Eugene H. Heller, president of the 
Hill Pump and Valve company, manu- 
facturer of nuts and automobile ac- 
cessories, was one of the principal wit- 
nesses. He told how the plan affected 
all manufacturers who use rolled steel.
